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Nursing arbitration decision criticized

An arbitration decision 
handed down on contract ne¬ 
gotiations between the Cana¬ 
dian Health Care Guild (CHCG) 
and the Alberta Healthcare 
Association (AHA) is being 
criticized by members of the 
CHCG. 

In a press release issued 
earlier this month, CHCG Presi¬ 
dent Roberta Metheral said the 
decision handed down by the 
arbitration board was unsat¬ 
isfactory and that the system 
failed the licenced practical 
nurses and nursing attendants 
that are represented by the 
CHCG. 

"We are still the lowest 
paid auxiliary nurses west of the 
Maritimes," she said. "As 
essential services we can't 
strike, so we went to arbitration 
believing we could get a fair 
and reasonable settlement. We 
made every effort to follow the 
rules in pursuit of a decent liv¬ 
ing wage. The arbitration pro¬ 
cess has failed us. Our mem¬ 
bers are still working for pover¬ 
ty wages." 

Contract negotiations be¬ 
tween the CHCG and the AHA 
broke off a year ago over a 
salary dispute. The AHA had of¬ 
fered a 9.25 percent to 11 per¬ 
cent increase over two years, 
but the offer was rejected by 
the members of the CHCG who 
said a 30 percent increase was 
needed to put them at parity 
with other LPN's across 
Canada. 

The arbitration board's 
decision gives the members of 
the CHCG a salary increase of 
9.9 percent to 13.14 percent 
compounded over two years. 
In the decision, arbitration 
board Chairman Allen Ponak 
said, "The poor economic en¬ 
vironment suggests that this is 
not a particularly good time for 
a catch up type of wage in¬ 
crease." 

Mountain View Health 
Care Centre administrator Den¬ 
nis Stabbler agrees. His 
hospital, along with others in 
the province, is struggling to 
balance their budget after 


receiving an increase of only 4 
percent from the provincial 
government. 

"Obviously what they are 
settling for is going to create a 
few problems for us," he said. 
"The amount of their increase 
is over the increase that we are 
getting, and on top of that we 
are suffering a 4 percent cut [in 
acute care funding] so in effect 
the increase amounts to very lit-

Reba is a border collie/heeler cross, she is 4 year old, black and 
white with bits of gold on her face and back legs, and a luxuriantly 
plumed tail. She looks like a wee border collie with the only 
evidence of her blue heeler heritage in her slightly bowed front legs. 
She is a sweet, friendly, little dog and we are very fond of her even if 
she is not useful. She has the attention span and energy of a hum¬ 
mingbird, runs all day, spends hours in the fruitless pursuit of spar¬ 
rows, and barks in response to coyotes but not when someone 
comes into the yard. She usually comes when called but we can't 
depend on it and if your voice carries even a trace of annoyance she 
crawls under the deck or into a bale stack and does not come out.

She can spend hours quietly 
rearranging a pen full of heifers and in her puppyhood she herded 
some chickens to the brink of death. She didn't bite them she just 
wore them out. We would like Reba to be a cattle dog, but she is a 
wimp. At the first sign of training or discipline, no matter how gen¬ 
tle, Reba retreats to one of her hiding places and doesn't come out. 
She keeps the cats away from the house, she is a wonderfully effi¬ 
cient gopher killer, she doesn't dig up flower beds, she can shake 
hands and sit (though she doesn't stay) and if you say to her, "poor 
little dog, poor little Reba, are you so sad," she wraps her muzzle in 
her front paw and seems to cry.

As a newcomer to this town, I need to ask directions 
to get around. 

The street name, a description of the building, or a 
detailed account of the place's proximity to a major 
business in town is always helpful. 

But of course when those things fail, I always rely on 
legal addresses to help me find the place I'm looking 
for. It's worked everytime for me in the past. 

Recently, I find that I'm getting lost alot. 

It's not that people in Didsbury can't get their direc¬ 
tions straight, in fact, if it weren't for great directions I'd 
be lost alot more often. No, the problem is, there are no 
house numbers on many Didsbury homes. 

I didn't realize that this was a rampant problem in 
town until I went to rent a home of my own. The home I 
rented had no house number, making it slightly difficult 
to arrange for all the hook ups I needed. Personally, I 
thought not having a number on my house was strange, 
but as I commented on this to various people, I began to 
discover that hardly anyone had numbers on their 
house, and many in fact, couldn't even remember what 
the number was supposed to be. I began to look around 
town and discovered that very few homes were marked. 
- Now to some this may sound like a pretty minor 
concern, but when you think about it, you discover 
how serious it can be. 

What happens when you have a fire? Normally, you 
call the fire department in a panic and tell them your 
street address. But in Didsbury that doesn't work. The 
members of the Didsbury Fire Department say they 
usually end up looking for the smoke to find the house 
reported on fire because of the lack of house numbers. 
It works the same way for the RCMP. I'm not sure about 
you, but if my house is burning down, or I've just 
reported a burglar, I'd want the emergency services at 
my door ASAP, not wandering up and down the street 
trying to guess which is the right house. 

Not that I'm complaining mind you, I think 
Didsbury is one of the prettiest small towns I've ever 
had the fortune to spend time in. It's only that having 
numbers on houses here would make life just that much 
safer. It would make the fire department's job easier, 
possibly even reducing their response time. That's 
always a positive thing.

Community togetherness applauded 


Dear Editor: 

I would like to take the 
opportunity to let you and the 
people of Didsbury share in the 
experience I gained most recent¬ 
ly. Being an urbanite for most of 
my life the mystique of a small 
town and life in a small town has 
always puzzled me A large part 
of my confusion of the attitude of 
the small community became 
much more clear the other day 
while attending a bin fire with the 
Didsbury Fire Department. 

Growing up in a large 
metropolitan city, an individual 
tends to deal with adversity by 
depending on immediate family 
and friends. And occasionally, if 
lucky, maybe a concerned neigh¬ 
bor. However the fears of 
"getting involved" tend to 
prevent that concerned neighbor 
from being a dependable source 
for support in times of difficulty. 

Travelling from province to 
province all across Canada, I've 
been lucky enough to grow out of 
the lifestyle of a big city. 
Gradually I have become accus¬ 
tomed to the ways of the small 
community lifestyle. To me the 
ideal situation would be for every 
young person to have the 
experience of growing up in a 
small town atmosphere. There is 
no better way to prove this point 


by explaining the community 
togetherness I witnessed on 
Friday, March 13, 1992 

Being one of the fire fighters 
on our local department that 
responded to the above mention¬ 
ed bin fire gave me the chance to 
have my views on the big city vs. 
the small town reinforced whole 
heartedly. The sight of a convoy 
of friends and neighbors coming 
down a gravel road driving grain 
trucks with their augers in tow 
was quite inspirational. The 
thought of all these people 
banding together to help out their 
fellow man showed me why I will 
never return to a big city again. 

For the first time in my life I 
clearly understood the meaning 
behind the saying, "Help Thy 
Neighbor." The people not only 
came to help their friend in need, 
but also the volunteer fire 
fighters. In a matter of a half an 
hour from arriving on scene, 
there was a simple but very 
efficient network of organization 
to solve the task at hand, putting 
out the fire and saving as much 
grain as possible without exten¬ 
sive damage. The men worked 
with their equipment to move the 
grain and the women worked to 
provide everyone with sandwich¬ 
es and coffee Don't let me forget 
to mention the great cookies. 


To my understanding and 
initial disbelief this type of 
support occurs quite regularly 
when similar situations arise. I 
did not write this letter to ask 
people to supply us fire fighters 
with food every time we are at a 
fire . . well, maybe the cookies 

would not hurt all that much. I 
wrote this letter to reflect on 
something positive All too often 
we are quick to jump on the 
negative and shut out the 
positive However, from my point 
of view this community should 
pat themselves on the back for 
being great neighbors to each 
other. 

Noticing this type of com¬ 
munity effort may go unnoticed 
from time to time by someone 
who has lived here all their life, 
but to a new resident, it is very 
prevalent. I feel proud to tell 
friends and family living in the 
big city that I live in a place 
where helping people out in 
adversity is the rule rather than 
the exception As Bob Wright 
explained it to me. I AM IN 
ALBERTA NOW, and very glad 
to be here.

In the past 
the program has been quite 
effective--in 1990 over 130 
communities took part in the 
program, collecting 3,458 drums 
of hazardous wastes. 

The province's new ap¬ 
proach to the Toxic Round Up 
involves a three level approach to 
household waste collection 
These three levels are based

Senior’s lodges in 
Alberta 


Before 1986 the Alberta 
Government provided lodges for 
all senior Albertans who wished 
to use them 

In 1986 the Federal and 
Provincial Government entered 
into a cost-shared non-profit 
housing agreement 70% funding 
from the Federal Government to 
be directed to building structure 
and 30% funding from the 
province. 

The province through the 
agreement ensured a portion of 
these accommodations for sen¬ 
iors were to be directed to those 
most in need. The province 
achieved this through the imple¬ 
mentation of a Means Test. 

Means Tests are now a 
requirement of application to any 
new or renovated senior's lodge 
that is part of the non-profit 
housing agreement. 


Alberta rejects U.S. softwood ruling 


The Government of Alberta 
has strongly criticized a ruling by 
the United States Department of 
Commerce (DOC) that Canadian 
Softwood lumber receives subsi¬ 
dies 

This preliminary finding was 
made as part of a countervailing 
duty investigation of the Canadi¬ 
an softwood lumber industry. 
The investigation was initiated in 
retaliation against Canada's law¬ 
ful termination of the Canada- 
U.S. Softwood Lumber Memor¬ 
andum of Understanding Under 
the memorandum, Alberta soft¬ 
wood lumber exports to the U.S. 
were subject to a 15 per cent 
export tax. 

"The Department of Com¬ 
merce's failure to appreciate the 
facts and its willingness to be 
influenced by protectionist inter¬ 
ests has caused it to make a 
determination that will not 
withstand scrutiny," said Leroy 
Fjordbotten, Minister of Alberta 
Forestry. "This is only a 
preliminary determination, none¬ 
theless, the Department of 
Commerce's present findings are 
very disappointing. It is obvious 
that they made no effort 
whatsoever to understand how 
the Alberta system operates," 
Mr. Fjordbotten added 

"We appreciate the role 
played by the Alberta Forest 
Products Association in this 
process so far," Mr. Fjordbotten 
noted "We will have ample 
opportunity to explain how our 
system works before the final 
determination." 

"While the ruling was not 
unexpected, it is no less 
disappointing," said James D 
Horsman, Deputy Premier and 
Minister of Federal and Inter¬ 
governmental Affairs. "I am 
confident that we will be able to 
show that Alberta softwood 
lumber is not being subsidized 
This preliminary ruling is neither 
based on economic reality nor a 
fair application of U.S counter¬ 
vailing duty law Industry forces 
in the U.S. are seeking to 
increase their market share at the 
expense of fairly traded products 
from Canada " 

This is the second of four 
decisions to be made by U.S. 
authorities in this case On 
December 13, 1991, the United 
£oov. 


Free Trade Agreement to over¬ 
turn any unfair determinations by 
U.S. administrative agencies. 
This is something we could not do 
prior to the agreement, and it 
demonstrates how important the 
Agreement is. Canada has also 
initiated proceedings under the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT) challenging 
the manner in which the 
investigation began. Alberta, the 
other provinces, the federal 
government and the industry will 
continue to cooperate to ensure 
that all decisions made in this 
dispute are consistent with our 
rights under the Free Trade 
Agreement and the GATT."

After further investiga¬ 
tion, the Department of Com¬ 
merce will render a final subsidy 
determination. If this affirms the 
preliminary subsidy ruling, it will 
be followed by a final ruling by 
the United States International 
Trade Commission as to whether 
Canadian lumber is causing harm 
to U.S. producers.

No bull to this sale 


Being the biggest and the 
best isn't always easy to live up 
to . except, maybe, when it's 
true 

Such is the case with the Red 
Angus Bull Test and Sale coming 
to Olds Cow Palace Saturday, 
March 28 The Red Angus Cattle 
Breeders of Canada have been 
sponsoring the event which has 
been taking place in the 
community for nearly 20 years. 

Betty Larson, of Standard, 
Alberta, knows the work it takes 
to successfully run the event 
Larson (who raises 150 head of 
Red Angus cattle with husband 
Cliff) works as Secretary of the 
Red Angus Breeders of Canada 

Larson helps keep track of, 
and organize buyers and breed¬ 


ers wishing to sell from across 
Alberta, into Saskatchewan and 
even parts of the United States. 
"There will be about 45 different 
breeders there with stock coming 
from a base of about 1,000 
cows.. .by the time the bulls come 
to sale, you're looking at a lead 
group of animals with a wide 
range of genetics available." 

But why Olds? "Why not?" 
Larson says, "...it's a good 
central location and alot of 
breeders recognize this area as 
one of the main centres for 
buying and selling." 

The location's not all that's 
popular...since 1986, Canadian 
Red Angus registrations have 
increased 235 per cent. 

While figures are encourag¬ 


ing, to say the least, the quality 
of each animal must be maintain¬ 
ed. In the early 1970's, several 
Red Angus breeders realized in 
order to really know if their 
breeding efforts were improving 
their stock, some sort of 
comparison standard would have 
to be developed. Thus the birth of 
the Red Angus Breeders of 
Canada Bull Test - an exercise 
always included in Olds' annual 
sale 

Among the criteria consider¬ 
ed is the average daily rate of 
gain of each bull. "The bulls on 
average gain about three pounds 
per day and we don't push our 
bulls on feed," Larson says. 

Selection codes are stringent 
and at the end of a 120-day test,

Their partner might become infected after having unprotected 
sex with them only once 

People who chorue to say no to anything they do not want are taking personal responsibility If you choinc to say 
’no’ to unprotected intercourse, you are protecting your sexual health By saying no’ to diugs or stenuda, you arc 
protecting your physical health 

With so many conflicting messages in the public eye, we often forget that the word no' is an option You have the 
nghl to say 'no' to sexual intercourse If you chutne to have sex, you have the nght to say 'no unless a condom ■ 
used You have the nght to say no' to using drugs. If you do use drugs, you have ihe nghl to refuse to share needles 
and syringes 

If you respect yourself and others, you will recognize your nghl to say 'bo'. The choice is yours
